During  the  year  53  samplos  were  taken  from  piped  and  non~piped 
supplies.  Of  these  samples  some  were  found  to  he  unsatisfactory,  and 
v/here  the  results  of  the  saraplcs  were  found  to  be  below  the  required 
standard  all  possible  steps  wore  taken  to  improve  the  quality  of  the 
supply*  In  the  parts  of  the  area  where  there  is  a piped  water  supply 
only  a few  minor  complaints  v/ero  received  regarding  tho  insufficiency 
of  the  supply*  Parti cula.rly  during  the  summer  months  water  has  to  be 
turned  off  at  night  in  certain  parts  of  the  area  and  this  causes 
inconvenience.  No  load  copper  or  zinc  contents  have  been  found  in  any 
of  tho  samples  taken,  A summary  of  tho  results  of  the  bacteriological 
analyses  of  water  are  given  in  tabulated  form.

Practitioners  for  the  immunization,  of  children  in  the  Area.

Vaccination. 


No  Vaccinations  were  carried  out  by.  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  Regulations,  1917* 

Cleansing  and  Disinfection. 

No  facilities  arc  available  for  the  cleansing  of  and 
dlsinf oetation  of  verminous  persons. 

In  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  and  death 
resulting  from  Tuberculosis  and  in  all  cases  wnero  it  is  con- 
sidered advisable,  the  houses' of  the  patioiits  are  'iihoroughly 
disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Facilities  ;are  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
the  steam  disinfection  of  Bedding, etc. 

These  facilities  are  being  made  use  of  by  neighbouring 
authorities  and  County  Council. 

Cancer. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Registrar 
of  Births  and  Deaths,  wnereby  he  immediately  notifies  the 
Medical  Orricer  of  He.aLth  of  all  deaths  from  Cancer.  The 
homes  are  visited,  clothing  and  bedding  are  usually 
surrendered  cind  destroyed. 

Similar  measures  are  carried  out  in  the  case  of 
Tuberculosis. 

Prevention  of  Blindness.
